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MacArthur Strikes 
_ By a Veteran Commander 


MBINED Army and Navy forces under General Mac- 
Arthur have struck in several places in the Solomons- 
New Guinea area. 

The most important fighting seems to be going on at

from the Japanese base at Munda on 
New Georgia Island. Thus, while it is 
difficult to imagine that an airfield can 
be constructed on the wooded and rocky 
Rendova Island quickly, it is quite pos- 
sible that the idea is to install artillery 
on Rendova opposite Munda and shell 
the Japanese base out of commission. 

However, Munda is just one of the five Japanese 
bases which still lie between our forces on the Russells, 
Guadalcanal and Rendova and the key enemy base at 
Rabaul, New Britain. These other four bases are Rekata 
Bay on Santa Isabel, flanking New Georgia, Kolomban- 
Jord, only a few miles northwest of Munda, Kahili on 
» 4 Shortland Island and the big island of Bougainville. The 
„present attacks on the New Georgia group roughly carried 
our troops half way between Guadalcanal and Kieta on 
Bougainville and should culminate in the liquidation of 
the Japanese bases of Munda, Kolombangara and Rekata 
before any further move toward Bougainville will be 
attempted. 

This is the northern prong of the pincers aimed by 
MacArthur at New Britain with its bases of Gasmata 
and Rabaul. 

The southern prong has already taken in the Wood- 
lark and Trobriand islands northeast of Papua and the 
Une shoals in Nassau Bay, just south of the enemy New 
| Guinea base at Salamaua. | 
It is very interesting to note that the entire operation 
b under the supreme command of General MacArthur, 
although the Solomons job is being obviously done by 
Admiral Halsey’s forces which were so far independent. 
Such a unification of command appears to mean that the 
operation is part of a. general offensive plan and tran- 
scends the limits of local action. It does look like a major 
move to clear the Japanese out of the Southwest Pacific. 

It would seem that now is the time for the Japanese 
navy to come out and fight on the approaches to Rabaul 
and its failure to do so will be a definite indication of 
Japanese lack of confidence in their own strength. 
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Allied forces have bombed important industrial ob- 
jectives at Le Mans in France and have coritinued their 
assault on ports and junctions in southern Italy, Sicily 
and Sardinia. g ; a
